WHY    NOT    A    CREW?

Captain  Narragansett  Boat  Club 


That  a  preparatory  school  of  Provi- 
idence  has  this  spring  formed  a  crew, 
purchased  a  shell  and  started  active 
training  has  again  prompted  the  oft- 
repeated  question,  "Why  doesn't  Brown 
resume  rowing?"  With  the  University's 
former  high  standing  in  this  sport 
(which  the  President-emeritus  of  Har- 
vard has  called  the  best  of  all  college 
athletics)  and  a  course  near  at  hand  far 
better  than  many,  the  fact  that  Morris 
Heights  has  a  crew  rowing  on  the  See- 
konk  daily  would  make  it  seem  timely  to 
discuss  seriously  this  branch  of  athletics 
with  the  view  of  at  once  restoring  it  to 
Brown's  list  of  sports. 

Another  reason  that  should  seriously 
commend  rowing  to  the  attention  of  the 
Brown  athletic  authorities  is  the  greatly 
increased  interest  in  this  sport  at  the 
present  time.  Throughout  the  country, 
colleges,  preparatory  schools  and  rowing 
clubs  are  far  more  active  in  this  regard 
than  in  many  Aears,  if  not  ever  before. 
To  cite  a  few  instances  of  the  vastly  in- 
creased interest,  the  Union  Boat  Club  is 
sending  an  eight  to  Henley,  composed 
mainly  of  Harvard  grads.  who  have  sat 


in  the  "Varsity  boat,  along  with  several 
scullers.  One  of  the  big  colleges  also  is 
contemplating  sending  an  eight  to  Eng- 
land. There  are  more  candidates  than 
ever  for  places  in  the  'varsity  crews  of 
the  various  colleges.  The  regattas  of 
the  different  clubs  and  associations  affili- 
ated with  the  National  Association  of 
Amateur  Oarsmen  promise  larger  entry 
lists  than  ever  before.  Boat  builders 
report  the  busiest  winter  in  two  decades. 
The  local  club,  the  Narragansett  Boat 
Club,  which  is  the  oldest  rowing  club  in 
America,  having  been  founded  in  1838, 
has  a  crew  on  the  river  for  the  first  time 
in  over  twenty  years,  and  a  new  boat  to 
row  in.  By  this  last  statement,  let  it 
not  be  inferred  that  the  Boat  Club  has 
been  dormant  all  this  time.  Quite  the 
reverse ;  but  its  interest  has  been  devoted 
mainly,  of  late,  to  sculling  and  canoeing. 
What  is  the  cause  of  this  revival  and 
activity  in  this  grand  old  sport.''  Au- 
thorities largely  attribute  it  to  the  fact 
that  our  young  men  are  more  and  more 
beginning  to  realize  the  keen  delight  of 
a  spin  on  a  sunshiny  spring  afternoon, 
the    invigorating    benefits    of    the     cool 
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shower  afterwards,  the  feeHng  that  every 
muscle  in  the  body  has  been  exercised 
and  the  gloriously  health}'  appetite  that 
is  induced.  It  is  an  opportunity  in  the 
spring  for  college  men  not  engaged  in 
baseball  and  track  athletics  to  partici- 
pate in  one  of  the  healthiest  forms  of 
athletics.  It  is  acknowledged  by  many 
trainers  as  the  best  spring  training  for 
the  football  team.  The  statistics  of 
rowing  colleges  prove  that  boys  taking 
up  rowing  gain  in  weight  and  muscular 
development  faster  and  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  in  the  other  major  sports. 
Often  a  rowing  man  will  gain  twenty 
pounds  during  his  course.  Medical  au- 
thorities are  at  one  in  placing  rowing  at 
the  head  of  healthful  sports. 

So  it  would  seem  with  this  revival 
lycally,  and  with  interest  at  high  tide  in 
the  rest  of  the  country,  that  it  would  be 
well  for  the  Brown  Athletic  Board,  the 
grads.  who  have  rowed  in  Brown  boats 
in  years  gone  i)v  and  all  others  who  have 
rowing  at  heart  to  get  together. 

Now,  as  to  the  facilities  we  have  at 
hand.      First,  the  course.      The  distance 


on  the  Seekonk  between  the  old  Paw- 
tucket  Boat  Club  and  Red  Bridge  is 
three  miles.  In  this  stretch  a  two-mile 
course  was  surveyed  many  years  ago, 
starting  one-half  mile  south  of  the  Paw- 
tucket  Boat  Club  and  finishing  at  the 
Narragansett  Boat  Club.  It  is  practic- 
ally straight-away  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  first  quarter-mile  very  wide. 
On  account  of  the  high  banks  the  river 
is  more  free  from  rough  water  than  most 
courses.  At  present  the  tide  at  certain 
times  runs  strong,  but  races  can  easily 
be  arranged  to  be  started  when  the  tide 
is  full,  or  on  the  ebb  and  rowed  with  the 
current  as  is  done  at  Poughkeepsie. 

All  in  all,  the  course  is  an  excellent 
one.  The  one  thing  that  could  be  done 
to  make  it  nearly  ideal  is  something  that 
would  be  brought  about,  in  all  prob- 
ability, by  the  extended  interest  a  Brown 
crew  would  create.  This  is  a  tide  lock 
and  dam  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new  East 
Side  tunnel  railroad  bridge.  This  would 
make  a  basin  north  of  the  proposed  dam 
similar  to  the  Charles  River  basin  and 
its    benefits    would    be    manifold.       The 
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most  practical  one  would  possibly  be  the 
benefit  to  navigation  caused  by  a  con- 
stant depth,  extreme  low  tides  now 
making  the  river  navigation  difficult.  It 
would  make  a  lake  of  good  and  constant 
depth  with  but  a  slight  current,  which 
would  carry  off  the  small  amount  of 
refuse  it  receives  and  with  its  natural 
beauties  along  the  shore  be  a  delightful 
place  for  oarsmen  and  the  public  in  gen- 
eral. This  lock  and  dam  would  be  a 
simple  and  fairly  reasonable  engineering 
job  as  the  extensive   fills  the  New  Haven 


As  to  club  house  facilities.  Although 
the  old  Brown  boat  house  is  still  stand- 
ing, in  its  present  condition  it  is  of 
little  use  as  a  boat  house.  The  house  of 
the  Narragansett  Boat  Club  is  well 
equipped  for  a  Brown  crew.  It  has  am- 
ple boat  room,  lockers  and  showers.  It 
is  situated  on  the  finish  of  the  course 
and  its  broad  piazzas  make  a  pleasant 
place  from  which  to  view  the  races.  This 
club  would  welcome  a  Brown  crew  and 
has  extended,  in  past  years,  several  invi- 
tations   to    Brown    to    take    up    rowing 
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road  has  recently  made  at  either  end  of 
its  bridge  would  make  the  cost  much  less 
than  when  this  plan  was  originally  pro- 
posed. The  practicability  of  this  plan 
and  its  benefits  to  navigation  ought  to 
insure  the  support  of  the  merchant  ma- 
rine, and  this  support,  together  with  the 
influence  of  the  friends  of  a  Brown  crew, 
the  Narragansett  Boat  club  and  the 
Morris  Heights  School,  could  undoubt- 
edly bring  enough  pressure  to  bear  to 
cause  the  dam  to  be  built. 


again.  The  Boat  Club  now  strongly 
urges  that  men  of  Brown  commence  to 
arrange  for  a  crew  in  1915,  and  again 
extends  a  cordial  invitation  to  Brown  to 
use  the  club  house  facilities. 

With  a  good  course  already  at  hand, 
(something  that  Princeton  did  not  have) 
and  a  well  equipped  boat  house  at  its 
service,  the  remainder  necessary  for  a 
crew  should  be  easy  if  Brown  has  the 
interest  and  spirit.      Has  it.''

The  ehiefarf^uim-nt  heard  against  it  is  its  eost.

FACULTY    PUBLICATIONS 


The  committee  in  charge  of  the  150th 
anniversary  of  Brown  University  decided 
long  ago  not  to  include  in  their  pro- 
gramme any  publication  of  books  by 
members  of  the  Faculty,  The  only  two 
books  issued  this  year  under  the  official 
sanction  of  the  University  will  l^e  the 
Historical  Catalogue  and  the  History  of 
the  University  by  Professor  Bronson.  It 
was  felt  that  any  really  valuable  books  by 
members    of   the    Faculty    could    find  a 


publisher  without  drawing  on  the  Uni- 
versity treasury.  With  this  understand- 
ing several  of  the  Facult}'  have  important 
publications  either  just  issued  or  now  in 
press.  Professor  Fowler's  History  of 
the  Literature  of  Ancient  Israel,  Pro- 
fessor Manatt's  Aegean  Days  and  Pro- 
fessor Walter's  Genetics  are  among 
recent  I'aculty  publications  that  have 
already  attained  wide  circulation.  Other 
])ooks  may  soon  be  expected.

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THE    REFORM    OF    COLLEGE    BASEBALL 

Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association 


The  charter  of  your  committee  is 
found  in  the  action  taken  by  this  Asso- 
ciation at  the  evening  session  one  year 
ago  when  it  was  voted  that  the  chairman 
"appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  con- 
sider what  measures  the  Association  may 
take  to  rid  baseball  of  its  objectionable 
features. ' ' 

Their  instructions  are  found  in  the 
opening  address  of  President  Briggs  at 
the  morning  session,  and  in  his  admirable 
article  on  "Amateur  and  Professional 
Sportsmanship  in  Baseball,"  published 
in  Spaulding's  Official  College  Baseball 
Annual  for  1913,  pp.  5  and  7. 

Your  committee  has  for  the  time  being 
nothing  to  do  with  the  difficult  question 
of  eligibility,  nor  with  summer  ball  in 
its  relation  to  amateur  sport.  It  is  con- 
cerned with  what  is  appropriate  and  de- 
sirable in  the  conduct  of  the  game  itself, 
in  order  that  the  manners  of  officials, 
players,  and  spectators  may  be  uniformh- 
those  of  gentlemen,  where  the  highest 
ideals  of  fairness  and  sportsmanship  shall 
be  maintained,  as  is  so  admirabh'  done  in 
intercollegiate  tennis. 

We  do  not  think  that  anything  should 
be  recommended  which  would  diminish 
the  virility  of  the  game,  or  lessen  the 
scope  of  individual  skill,  or  of  clever 
team  work,  but  we  contend  that  strategy 
must  not  deteriorate  into  tricker} ,  and 
that  the  rules  of  the  game  must  be  ob- 
served, not  only  in  letter  but  in  spirit 
as  well. 

To  this  end  your  committee  recom- 
mends : 

First.  The  strict  enforcement  of  rule 
58  of  the  official  Rule  Book,  which  de- 
fines the  coaching  rules  at  first  and  third 
bases,  explicitly  providing  that  "the 
coacher  shall  be  restricted  to  coaching 
the  base  runner  only,  and  shall  not  ad- 
dress remarks  except  to  the  base  runner, 
and  then  only  in  words  of  assistance  and 
direction  in  running  bases.  He  shall  not 
by  words  or  signs  incite  or  try   to   incite 


the  spectators  to  demonstrations,  and 
shall  not  use  language  which  will  in  any 
manner  reflect  upon  a  player  of  the  op- 
posite club,  the  umpire,  or  the  specta- 
tor." 

Second.  The  strict  enforcement  of 
rule  21,  par.  1,  which  explicitly  pro- 
vides that  "under  no  circumstances  shall 
the  umpire  permit  any  person  except  the 
players  and  substitutes  in  uniform  and 
the  manager  of  the  team  entitled  to  its 
use  to  be  seated  on  a  bench.  This  rule 
places  the  professional  coach  or  trainer 
among  the  spectators,  where  he  should  be 
during  the  actual  progress  of  the  game, 
and  places  the  responsibilit}-  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  play  in  the  hands  of  the 
amateur  players  themselves. 

Third.  The  strict  enforcement  by 
the  umpire  of  the  rules  forbidding 
"blocking  a  runner,"  "prying  a  runner 
off  the  base,"  and  the  like,  as  unfair 
practice,  and  we  appeal  to  student  pub- 
lic opinion  to  condemn  such  trickery, 
making  it  impossible  even  should  it 
elude  the  vigilance  of  the  umpire.  Such 
sharp  practice  is  explicitly  prohibited  b}^ 
the  rules,  and  an  attempt  surreptitiously 
to  transgress  them  is  as  unsportsmanlike 
as  it  would  be  for  a  tennis  player,  hop- 
ing to  escape  detection,  to  deliver  his 
service  from  an  unlawful  position. 

We  recommend  further  that,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  spirit  of  the  rules,  boards 
of  athletic  control  and  faculties  of  col- 
leges and  universities,  banded  together 
to  promote  a  healthy  growth  and  a  wise 
control  of  student  athletics,  adopt  and 
enforce  the  following  specific  regulations  : 

First.  The  catcher  shall  not,  during 
actual  play,  speak  at  all  to  the  batsman, 
except  where  occasion  requires  a  bona  fide 
word  of  caution,  and  in  speaking  to  the 
pitcher  he  shall  not  use  Avords  reflecting, 
or  calculated  to  reflect,  upon  the  bats- 
man or  any  member  of  the  opposing 
team. 

Second.      No    member   of  either  team 
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shall  call  or  shout  during  the  game  to 
any  member  of  the  opposing  team  ex- 
cept to  caution  him  against  some  danger, 
nor  behave  in  any  indecorous  or  un- 
seemly manner. 

Third.  There  shall  be  no  oral  coach- 
ing from  the  bench. 

Fourth.  The  so-called  "encourage- 
ment of  the  pitcher"'  from  the  outfield 
shall  be  stopped,  or  at  least  minimized, 
since  we  believe  that  the  shouting  of 
remarks  in  endless  iteration  is  not  only 
disagreeable  to  the  spectators,  but  is  dis- 
concerting rather  than  helpful  to  the 
pitcher.  In  general,  it  amounts  merely 
to  senseless  noise,  and  is  cjuite  unworthy 
of  college-bred  men.  Whatever  "en- 
couragement'' or  "support"  the  pitcher 
may  need  can  be  (juietly  given  from  the 
infield. 

Fifth.  The  umpire  shall  warn  any 
pla3'er  violating  any  of  these  rules,  and 
on  a  second  offence  shall  exclude  him 
from  the  game. 

Sixth.  That  in  general  the  attention 
of  students  be  called  to  the  importance 
of  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  home  in- 
stitution to  the  visiting  team,  a  cour- 
tesy   which    will    forbid    such    cheering. 


singing,  or  chatter  as  are  designed  at 
critical  moments  to  "rattle"  the  visiting 
team. 

A  baseball  game  is  a  splendid  contest 
of  skill  between  two  opposing  nines,  be- 
fore an  academic  throng  of  sjjectators ;  it 
is  not  a  contest  between  a  visiting  team 
and  a  local  team  assisted  by  a  disorderly 
rabble.  It  is  delightful,  when,  as  of- 
ten happens,  a  fine  play  by  the  vis- 
iting team  is  as  heartily  applauded  as  a 
similar  play  by  the  home  team. 

To  the  end  that  these  principles,  if 
endorsed  by  this  Association,  be  a  real 
force  and  not  a  mere  hrufutn  fultncn,  we 
recommend  that,  if  adopted,  this  report 
be  printed  in  separate  form,  and  copies 
be  sent  by  the  secretary  to  the  presi- 
dents, the  deans,  the  athletic  directors 
or  similar  officers,  the  chairman  of  fac- 
ulty committees  on  athletic  sports,  and 
to  the  editors  of  undergraduate  publica- 
tions of  all  colleges  and  universities,  and 
also  to  the  leading  preparatory  schools 
in  the  L^nited  States,  with  a  formal  re- 
quest for  action  thereon,  and  a  report  of 
such  action  to  the  secretary  of  the  As- 
sociation.

THE  NAMING  OF  MOUNT  MARCY 


As  many,  even  among  Brunonians.  do  not 
realize  that  the  highest  peak  of  the  Adirondacks 
bears  the  name  of  a  Brown  graduate,  it  may  be 
well  to  present  a  fact  connected  with  the  naming 
of  the  mountain. 

It  was  not  until  the  first  third  of  tlie  nineteenth 
century  had  passed  that  the  Adirondack  range 
or  any  of  its  peaks  bore  names  known  to  men  of 
the  white  race.  In  September,  183(j,  Professor 
Ebenezer  F">mmons.  who  iiad  charge  of  the  north- 
ern district  of  the  New  York  State  Geological 
Survey,  with  his  assistant,  James  Hall,  climbed 
and  measured  VV'liiteface.  From  the  top  they 
could  see  the  highest  peak  among  the  mountains. 
Earlier  in  the  same  year  William  C.  Kedfield,  the 
meteorologist,  while  following  up  the  source  of 
the  Hudson  River,  saw  the  same  high  peak.  The 
following  year  these  three  gentlemen,  with  John 
Torrey,  the  State  botanist,  and  others  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  tiie  top.      Professor  Emmons 


thus  accounts  for  his  re-naming  the  highest  peak: 
"As  this  tour  of  exploration  was  made  .  .  . 
under  the  direction  of  the  present  Executive, 
whose  interest  in  the  Survey  has  been  expressed 
both  by  public  recommendation  and  private  coun- 
sel and  advice,  it  was  thought  that  a  more  ap- 
pro{)riate  name  could  not  be  conferred  on  the 
highest  mountain  than  Mount  Marcy." 

William  L.  Marcy  was  Governor  of  New  York 
183:5-39.  He  had  been  United  States  Senator 
and  was  afterwards  Secretary  of  War  and  Secre- 
tary of  State.  The  mountain  named  after  him  is 
.xU.j  leet  high;  its  top  is  therefore  (j.j  feet  more 
than  a  mile  above  sea  level.  The  name  given  by 
Professor  Emmons  has  been  accepted  by  the 
United  States  Board  of  Geographic  Names;  but  a 
loyal  Brunonian  may  be  permitted  to  regret  the 
loss  of  the  Indian  name,  Tahawus,  or  "Cloud- 
splitter." 
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THE   COLLEGE  AND  PRACTICAL 
LIFE 

It  ha.s  been  well  pointed  out  bv  Bosan- 
quet  that  the  true  interpretation  of 
Plato's  famous  saying  that  "philosophers 
should  be  kings  or  kings  philosophers" 
is  to  be  found  not  in  the  individual,  l)ut 
in  societ}'.  Philosophy  and  statecraft 
are  to  aid  one  another,  not  by  striking 
an  average,  but  by  partnership;  not  by 
commingling,  but  by  mutual  influence 
and  irradiation.  It  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected, or  even  desired,  that  all  men 
shall  be  college  graduates,  but  it  is  in 
the  highest  degree  desirable  that  the 
college  should  permeate  the  community 
with  ideals  of  culture,  and  that  the  com- 
munity should  so  vitalize  the  college 
with  human  interest  that  its  studies 
shall  not  degenerate  into  sterile  abstrac- 
tions. 

Li  their  highest  developments  art, 
science,  and    philosoph}'    cannot    be    di- 


rectly democratic.  Only  a  few  persons 
in  any  community  will  ever  be  able  to 
practice  or  understand  them.  A  George 
William  Hill  lives  unknown  and  dies 
unnoticed,  though  every  American  was 
honored  by  being  the  countryman  of 
that  great  master  of  celestial  mathemat- 
ics. Lester  F.  Ward  was  one  of  the 
loneliest  of  men,  though  one  of  the  most 
reverenced  by  those  capable  of  judging 
his  work.  It  is  onh'  indirectly,  through 
its  results,  that  the  loftiest  culture  can 
be  democratized.  This  is  a  truth  that 
America  is  prone  to  forget,  and  that 
even  our  colleges  do  not  always  hold  as  a 
living  article  of  faith.  The  benefits  of 
the  college  to  its  community  are  not  al- 
ways, nor  innnediately,  visible,  tangible, 
or  traceable.  It  is  natural  that  many 
should  doubt  their  importance,  or  even 
their  existence;  but  for  the  colleges  or 
any  of  their  children  to  do  so  is  unpar- 
donable. 

It  is  not  eas}^  to  convey  vividl}'  by  a 
single  stroke  a  realization  of  this  vital 
part  played  by  our  colleges  in  the  prac- 
tical life  of  America.  Perhaps  the  most 
con\incing  way  is  to  call  up  a  picture  of 
our  national  life  without  them.  Imagine 
every  direct  and  indirect  result  of  the 
presence  of  our  colleges  removed  from  the 
community.  Not  that  all  our  culture  is 
derived  from  our  colleges;  but  we  should 
then  be  forced  to  recognize  how  nearh' 
all  is.  Could  such  an  elimination  be 
made  actual,  most  of  us  would  buy  our 
tickets  for  Antarctica  to-morrow.  Those 
who  stayed  would  do  so,  not  for  pleasure, 
but  out  of  a  sense  of  duty,  in  conformity 
to  the  tine  sentiment,  "where  the  voice 
of  liberty  is  not  heard,  there  is  my 
country. ' ' 

It  is  the  fate  of  all  best  things  to  be 
appreciated  by  only  a  few.  Fortunately 
the  "remnant"  that  appreciates  the  col- 
leges is  in  America  so  large  that  our 
higher  institutions  are  in  no  danger  of 
lacking  support.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  their  champions  are  not  so  many 
that  popular  appreciation  of  the  best 
that  the    colleges  have   to  give   can   be 
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taken  for  granted.  The  support  given 
to  the  colleges  should  be  constant  and 
open,  with  the  voice  and  the  vote  as  well 
as  with  the  purse.  The  task  that  con- 
fronted our  colleges  two  hundred  years 
ago,  though  great,  was  only  child's  i)lay 
compared  to  that  which  faces  them  now; 
but,  if  they  never  needed  tlieir  friends 
more  than  at  present,  neither  did  they 
ever  deserve  them  better. 


BROWN    AND    VVESLF.VAN 

Wesleyan  University,  which  is  to  i>!ay 
football  with  Brown  during  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  loOth  anniversary  in  Octo- 
ber, has,  tiirough  its  Athletic  Council, 
offered  to  make  the  trip  with  no  guar- 
anty save  that  of  entertaiinnent  and  ex- 
penses. This  action,  taken  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  there  will  be  no  financial 
returns  from  the  game  in  Pi-ovidence,  is 
a  very  pleasant  instance  of  intercollegiate 
courtesy.  Brown  and  AVesleyan  ai'e  very 
similar  in   the  ideals  of   their  founders, 


and  it  is  gratifying  to  have  the  younger 
institution  thus  extend  courtesies  to  the 
older. 

The  two  universities  are  bound  by 
many  ties.  The  first  President  of  Wes- 
leyan was  a  Brown  man — Wilbur  Fisk. 
At  the  present  time  Brown  is  repre- 
sented on  the  Wesleyan  Faculty  by  three 
men,  of  whom  a  private  letter  from  Mid- 
dleton,  from  which  we  are  permitted  to 
quote,  says : 

"Professor  Walter  G.  Cady,  '95,  is  recognized  as 
at  least  the  peer  of  any  of  our  younger  profes- 
sors; not  only,  however,  is  he  a  scholar  and  an 
inspiring-  teacher;  his  personal  influence  over  the 
boys  is  remarkable. 

■"Last  fall  there  came  to  us  Dr.  Moses  L. 
Crossley.  Dr.  Crossley  has,  in  one  year,  made 
a  large  place  for  himself.  .  .  .  He  has  been 
elected  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry  for 
next  year.  and.  in  the  going  of  Professor  Brad- 
ley, will  be  acting  head  of  our  Department  of 
Chemistry. 

"Last  winter  Professor  Frederick  Slocum, 
now  of  Yerkes  Observatory,  was  elected  Profes- 
sor of  Astronomy.  Those  of  us  who  have  met 
Professor  Slocum  believq  that  he  will  be  a  dis- 
tinct addition  to  our  Faculty. 

"I  simply  want  j'ou  to  know  of  the  apprecia- 
tion in  which  these  sons  of  Brown  are  held  at 
Wesleyan."

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THE    PSI    UPSILON    CONVENTION 

By  Theodore  Francis  Green,  1887 


On  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday, 
April  29th  and  'sOth  and  May  1st,  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Psi  Upsilon 
Fraternity  was  held  with  the  Sigma 
Chapter  at  Brown.  This  was  the  first 
time  the  Convention  has  been  held  here 
since  1890,  and,  furthermore,  it  was  the 
occasion  of  celebrating  the  beginning  of 
the  Sigma  Chapter's  Toth  year  of  con- 
tinuous and  prosperous  existence.  In 
consequence  there  was  an  exceptionallv 
large  and  enthusiastic  attendance,  there 
being  present  not  only  delegates  from  all 
the  twenty-four  chapters  in  the  various 
colleges  as  far  West  as  the  University 
of  California,  but  man}^  other  under- 
graduates also,  and  a  considerable  bod}' 
of  alumni,  some  of  the  latter  coming 
from  the  middle  West  and  even  from  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  Canada. 

Of  course,  the  nature  of  the  business 
transacted  at  the  business  sessions  is  kept 
confidential,  but  there  were  many  other 
features  of  the  programme,  some  of 
which  are  of  general  interest. 

On  Wednesday  evening  there  was  an 
organization  meeting  of  the  delegates, 
and  later  a  smoker  in  the  Narragansett 
Hotel  ball-room,  which  gave  excellent 
opportunity  for  all  the  visiting  brothers 
to  meet  one  other 

On  Thursday,  the  forenoon  was  taken 
up  with  a  business  meeting,  and  at  half 
past  twelve  a  special  train  of  five  cars 
took  the  members  to  the  Pomham  Club, 
where  a  luncheon  was  served,  followed 
by  a  fraternity  baseball  game  between 
the  East  and  West,  and  other  sports. 
At  five  o'clock  a  regular  Rhode  Island 
clambake,  with  all  the  fixings,  offered 
the  men  from  away  a  good  illustration 
of  a  form  of  hospitality  for  which  Rhode 
Island  is  peculiarly  famous.  About  nine 
o'clock  a  special  train  returned  to  Prov- 
idence. 

On  Friday,  the  forenoon  was  again 
taken  up   with   a   ijusiness   meeting.       A 


luncheon  was  served  at  the  Sigma  Chap- 
ter House,  4  Manning  street,  and  after 
the  Convention  photograph  was  taken, 
special  trolley  cars  left  the  Chapter 
House  for  Andrews  Field.  There,  thanks 
to  the  courtesy  of  Professor  Marvel,  a 
section  of  the  grandstand  was  reserved 
from  which  to  watch  the  ball  game  be- 
tween Brown  and  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

In  the  evening  the  programme  culmin- 
ated with  the  convention  banquet,  which 
was  held  in  the  Narragansett  Hotel  ball- 
room. 

While  the  excursion  to  Pomham  proved 
to  most  of  the  men  attending  the  great- 
est novelty,  and  perhaps  the  most  en- 
joyable feature  of  the  programme,  the 
banquet  was  a  matter  of  greater  public 
interest.  The  Chairman  of  the  Conven- 
tion Committee  presided.  Judge  Norman 
S.  Dike,  New  York,  Brown  '85,  made  a 
particularly  happy  toastmaster ;  and  the 
speakers  were  Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns, 
Principal  of  Phillips  Andover  Academy, 
Amherst  '94  ;  Professor  Henry  C.  Emery, 
of  Yale  I^niversit}-,  Bowdoin  "92  ;  Rev- 
erend Lucian  Rogers,  Chestnut  Hill, 
Trinity  '91  ;  and  Honorable  Rathbone 
Gardner,  Brown  '77.  The  speeches  were 
not  only  of  a  high  order  of  excellence, 
but  as  might  be  imagined  from  the 
speakers  themselves,  full  not  only  of  en- 
thusiasm but  of  inspiration.  Almost 
every  speaker  emphasized  with  convic- 
tion the  value  in  life  of  loyal  friendships. 
Ex-President  William  Howard  Taft, 
Yale  '78,  was  to  have  been  one  of  the 
speakers,  but  being  confined  to  his  home 
by  illness  was  prevented  from  coming. 
A  special  telephone  connection  was  ar- 
ranged between  his  room  in  his  house 
and  the  speakers'  table,  so  that  in  addi- 
tion to  the  letter  of  regret  which  he  had 
sent  he  was  able  to  deliver  a  short  ad- 
dress to  those  at  the  banquet,  a  feature 
which  aroused  much  enthusiasm.      Judge 
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Taft's  letter  was  as  follows  : 

"April  29th,  1914. 

•'My  dear  Sir:  . 

"I  had  promised  myself  the  pleasure  of  being 
present  at  the  Psi  U  Convention  and  of  enjoying 
the  proceedings.  As  I  have  come  back  mto 
University  hfe  and  visited  a  number  of  the 
Chapters  of  the  dear  old  Fraternity,  I  am  im- 
pressed with  its  growth  and  influence  for  good; 
and  with  a  knowledge  of  the  useful  influences 
that  it  exerts  in  college  and  university  life.  I 
deprecate  the  general  attack  upon  the  system  of 
Greek  letter  fraternities  and  must  attribute  it  to 
the  restless  agitation  for  change  in  conditions, 
without  consideration  of  the  practical  utility  of 
such  a  change  that  must,  I  suppose,  accompany 
the  present  movement  for  real  progress  as  a  hys- 
terical incident,  and  not  as  a  permanent  feature 
of  it.

After  the  Convention  was  over  it  was 
generally  said  to  have  been  not  only  one 
of  the  most  largely  attended  and  enthu- 
siastic which  the  Fraternity  has  ever 
held,  but  in  every  respect  an  unqualified 
success.  It  is  certain  that  the  men  from 
the  other  colleges  carried  away  with 
them  warm  regard  for  our  hospitality : 
vet  no  untoward  incidents  occurred  such 
as  sometimes  mar  such  occasions. 

The  success  of  the  Convention  was 
largely  due  to  the  general  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  local  alumni  and  the  manner 
in  which  the  work  was  divided  among 
different  committees  so  that  no  too  great 
burden  fell  upon  any  one  group  of  men. 
It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  local  chap- 
ters of  other  fraternities  expecting  to 
entertain  conventions  here  to  know  what 
this  organization  was.  There  was  a  Gen- 
eral Convention  Committee  of  nine  mem- 
bers, of  which  the  writer  was  Chairman, 
Frank  Hail  Brown,  '85,  was  treasurer, 
and  Maurice  A.  Wolf,  '14,  was  secre- 
tary.

As 
Dr.  Stearns  said  in  his  speech, 

"It  is  not  enouf>h  tliat  you  be  loyal  to  Psi  U. 
You  raust  be  loyal  to  the  college  j'ou  represent 
and  above  all  to  your  countrw" 


I  think  it  impossible  for  a  man  to  en- 
ter sympathetically  into  a  gathering  such 
as  this  Convention  was  without  realizing 
what  great  possibilities  for  good  lie  in 
the  fraternity  system.  I  feel  that  the 
fraternities  have  done  much  for  lirown 
in  the  past  and  stand  ready  to  do  aud 
will  do  much  for  lirown  in  the  future

THE   HONORARY   SOCIETIES 

Elections  to  the  Brown  Chapter  ot 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  were  announced  on 
April  27  by  President  Faunce,  and  the 
successful  candidates  were  decorated  with 
the  blue  ribbon  of  the  ancient  society  in 
the  presence  of  the  whole  student  body 
at  the  end  of  the  daily  chapel  services.

ALUMNAE   FELLOWSHIP  FUND 

It  was  voted,  at  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Alumnae  Association  of  Brown 
University,  held  April  25.  1914,  to 
raise,  before  June  1,  191(3,  a  fund  of  at 
least  $3000,  to  be  named  the  Annie 
Crosby  Emery  Alunniae  Fellowship  Fund, 
in  honor  of  former  Dean  Emer3%  the  in- 
come to  be  awarded  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  class  in  the  Wom- 
en's College  in  Brown  University  who  is 
best  prepared  to  do  advanced  work. 

The  Alumnae  Fellowship  movement 
originated  in  the  desire  of  the  classes  of 
1904  and  1905  to  honor,  in  their  decen- 
nial gifts,  the  name  of  Dean  Emery, 
under  whose  leadership  the}'  passed  their 
undergraduate  years.  Similar  fellow- 
ships, awarded  to  Seniors,  have  proved 
in  other  colleges  to  be  valuable  stimuli 
throughout  the  undergraduate  course  in 
trengthening  the  idea  that  intellectual 
life  is  only  begun  in  the  four  years  of 
college. 

The  work  of  raising  the  fund  has  been 
given  to  the  Academic  Committee.  The 
Committee  can  do  its  work,  however, 
only  with  the  generous  co-operation  of 
our  ever-increasing  body  of  alumnae. 
Surely,  ever}'  graduate  and  former  stu- 
dent will  wish  to  share  in  this  fund  by 
which  the  alumnae  shall  at  once  honor 
one  to  whom  the  College  owes  much  and 
stimulate  in  a  vital  way  future  college 
genei'ations  to  scholarly  effort. 


Pledge  blanks  will  be  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  June  thirteenth.  The 
careful  and  generous  consideration  of 
each  alumna  is  asked  concerning  the 
amount  which  she  shall  set  aside  for  her 
College  in  the  next  two  years.  May  this 
Fellowship  Fund  be  a  spontaneous  ex- 
pression of  all  alumnae  in  the  finest 
things  for  which  the  College  stands !

THE    BROWN    BEAR

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For  a  number  of  years  the  Brown  bear 
has  been  growing  in  popularity  as  a 
mascot  or  emblem  of  Brown  University. 
The  idea  was  given  especial  impetus  In' 
the  New  York  Brown  Club  last  February, 
when  it  sent  out  announcements  of  its 
dinner  decorated  with  the  Brown  bear 
before  the  Van  Wickle  gates,  with  his 
paw  resting  on  the  Brown  shield. 

Theodore  Francis  Green,  1887,  of 
Providence  originated  the  idea  of  the 
Brown  bear.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
building  committee  of  Rockefeller  Hall. 
He  felt  that  a  mascot  of  some  sort  should 
be  placed  in  the  building,  and  it  occurred 
to  him  that  a  Brown  bear  would  fill  the 
place  admirably.  Accordingly  he  had  a 
head    mounted    and     placed    above    the 


office  in  the  Union.  The  undergraduates 
adopted  the  idea  in  1905  and  took  a 
Brown  bear  from  Roger  Williams  Park 
to  the  Brown-Dartmouth  game  in  Spring- 
field. 

Since  that  time  the  bear  has  grown 
more  and  more  popular  as  an  emblem. 
Different  artists  have  presented  different 
conceptions  of  him,  none  of  which  have 
been  more  impressive  than  that  adopted 
by  the  New  Yoi'k  Brown  Club.  Sporting 
writers  refer  to  the  Brown  bear  as  they 
do  to  the  Yale  bulldog,  the  Princeton 
tiger,  or  the  Army  mule.  The  use  of 
Bruno  in  many  of  the  later  Brown  songs 
has  played  an  important  part  in  his  in- 
creasing popularity. 

In  putting  the  bear  on  their  announce- 
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ments,  the  New  York  Brown  alumni  had  a 
purpose.  They  hope  by  their  use  of  the 
animal  to  increase  the  interest  in  it  among 
Brown  graduates  throughout  the  country. 
They  want  to  see  tlie  movement  cuhninate 
in  the  official  recognition  of  Bruin  as 
the    college    emblem.       If  other   alumni 


bodies  adopt  the  New  York  idea,  as  they 
are  now  being  urged  to,  then  the  bear  as 
an  emblem  will  become  as  conspicuous 
in  the  general  life  of  the  college  as  it 
is  in  connection  with  athletics.  Old 
graduates,  and  graduates  not  so  old,  are 
heartily  endorsing  the  movement.

STRICTER  FACULTY  REGULATIONS 

The  Faculty  of  Brown  University  has 
I'ecently  voted  that  students  who  have  not 
removed  entrance  conditions  in  English 
or  Mathematics  before  the  opening  of 
their  Junior  A^ear  will  be  refused  regis- 
tration until  the  deficiency  is  made  up. 
This  action,  in  connection  with  the  rule 
adopted  two  years  ago,  whereby  entrance 
conditions  in  other  than  the  above-men- 
tioned subjects,  if  not  made  up  by  the 
beginning  of  the  Sophomore  year,  are 
counted  as  deficiencies  in  college  studies, 
puts  an  end  to  an  unfortunate  situation 
which  has  long  existed.  Before  the 
adoption  of  this  rule,  it  has  not  unfre- 
(juently  happened  that  a  student  has  come 
to  the  beginning  or  even  to  the  end  of  his 
Senior  year  with  one  or  more  entrance 
conditions  recorded  against  him.  As  a 
result  of  this  vote,  no  student  in  the 
Junior  or  Senior  year  will  have  any  en- 
trance conditions.  The  rule  applies  first 
to  students  entering  college  in  1914.
